to the Irritated Soviet lesders. the question la 
how the atUck might b« managed to keep it 
from spreading to a continent- wide or world 
conflict. 

On* sunestlon Is that the Russians might 
empl07 asssult unlu drwed op as antl-Tlto 
YufoslaTs. Thi aim would b« to give the 
world tbs Impression that the outbreak wu 
a dm uprising patterned on the Oreek war. 
It could then be ted by men and materials 
pushed across Yugoslavia's borden by nelgb- 
bonng Russian sau-llltes. 

Ttio ^ppfn»rj| jj urillk elyi however, to fool 
world opinion, no lea* than K the attaci were 
an unconcealed Soviet enterprise. Yugoslavia 
Is crrum to ask the United Nations, in such 
an event, to condemn the use of force against 
her. 

However an attack would be mounted, the 
United lUtw and othK wasteni naUons 
probably would step up economic assistance 
to Tito and even send consldersbli amounts 
Of military equipment 

This help almost certainly would fall short 
Dl any outright cammltmenV to delend Tito 
with western armies. But the risk oI Involve- 
ment lor the we s t ern poweia wonlu still i» 
very great, Inasmuch as Russia would teel 
compelled to choke off the flow of ouwidf aid 
as completfly as pu.islblr 

Thlngv havlni gone as lar ai thef have. La 
there any way of persuading the BoviPt union 
not to undertake thU final cntlcal stage in 
her effort to destroy Tito' 

Perhaps It Russia can be msdr to realise 
how great li the likelihood of an unmanage- 
able world war Instead of a neaUy controlled 
local conflict with Yugoslavia, she vu tx de- 
terred from using force 

Ihe may conclude that It Is better to live 
with ft tnmblaaome thorn in her flr^h than 
t« baaard a war that could infllrt mortal 
wounds upon her and many other nations. I
